2. The Bulgarian 2 Army is composed of the following units; 
a. The 2 Infantry Division, Plovdiv; 
b. The 8 Infantry Division, Khaskovo;® 
e. The 10 Infantry Division, Ktrdzhali; 
d. The 2 Artillery Regiment, Plovdiv; 
e. The 2 Tank Brigade, Plovdiv; 
f. The 2 Engineers Regiment, Plovdiv; 
g. The 2 Artillery Battalion, horse-drawn, Momchilgrad; 
h. The 2 Signal Regiment, Plovdiv; and 
i. An unidentified antitank regiment, Plovdiv. 

3. In 1950, the 11 Infantry and 12 Infantry Divisions were formed. The Army to 
which these two divisions were assigned is not known. Late in 1951, the 3 In- 


fantry Division was subordinate to 2 Army, but in 1952 it was reassigned and 
its present subordination is not known. 
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The 2 Infantry Division, commanded by Colonel Velichko Georgiev, has its general 
staff in Plovdiv, and is composed as follows:

The artillery regiment located in Khaskovo and subordinate, to 8 Infantry Division 
is organized as follows:

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14, The artillery regiment, located in Khaskovo and subordinate to 8 Infantry 
Division, has a peacetime strength of 850 officers, noncommissioned officers, 


and men. 


15. All cannon are motor-drawn; trucks drawing the cannon are marked "MAN." 
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
